1. Applicant's amendments filed on 11/17/2008 has been received and 
entered in the case. 

2. Applicant's remarks and/or arguments with respect to claim 4 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

CLAIM: 4: In view of the limitations the prior art does not 
disclose alone or in combination a motor drive control circuit having 
a rotation control amplifier arranged to input a peak voltage of a 
voltage generated in an impedance element to detect a drive current of 
a motor and a rotation limiting comparator being arranged to input and 
compare a voltage that is equal to a voltage limiting reference 
voltage with the peak voltage. The above limitation is deemed to be 
directed to a nonobvious improvement over the invention patented in JP 
Patent No. 2003-111481 to Fuse.
